Fair, Edmonton 
January 17-18 


All Entries From The Peace River 
Shouid Be Sent In Five Days Prior 
To The Date Of Event—Exhibitors 
Are Asked To Note Rules Govern- 
ing The Seed Fair. 


Prize lists outlining regulations 
and classes for the Provincial Seei 
Fair at Edmonton on January 17 aml 
18 are now available. Copies are 
being mailed to all Junior Grain 
Club members and to former exhibi- 
tors. Others interested may secure a 
copy from the Field Crops Branch, 
Department of Agriculture, Edmon- 
ton, or from W. S. Scarth, District 
Agriculturist, Grande Prairie. 

Exhibitors from the Peace River 
district will compete at this Fair 
and entry forms should be sent in a 
least five aye prior to the dats of 


the event. o entry fee is required. 
Exhibits must be forwarded prepaid 
to the Fields Crop Branch, part- 


ment of Agricuiture, Edmonton, so 
as to arrive not later than January 
15th. 

Exhibitors in the Registered or the 
Certified Seed Division must have 
at least 50 bushels of grain on their 
farm of a quality equal to the half- 
bushel sample placed in coimovetition. 
Application to exhibit in this Divi- 
sion must be made to the Dominion 
Seed Branch, Calgary, or to the Field 
Crops Branch, Edmonton, at least 
two weeks before the fair. This 
allows fieldmen time to obtain a re- 
presentative sample. Exhibitors in 
this division must show Field Inspec- 
tion reports. 


Control Sample Certificates 


It is required that Control Sample 
Certificates, indicating seed grade, 
be supplied on all grass and clover 
exhibits. Germination certificates 
are required for all exhibits of oats. 
Three ounce samples _ represeniin 
the cleaner ceed should be forward 
to the Dominion Seed Branch, Cal- 
gury. These samples should. be 
marked “For Exhibition at District 
Seed Fair” and forwarded in suffi- 
cient time to allow for germination 
test and urrival of the certificate at 
the show before judging commences. 

It is to be hoped that Peace River 
seed growers wiil take full advant- 
age of the opportunity presented by 
the Provincial Seed Fair to exhibit 
in the various classes, thus advertis- 
ing the fact that quality seed is be- 
ing produced in large quantities in 
this area. Despite unfavorable har- 
vest weather, the North country has 
some very fine samples of cereal and 
forage seed and potatoes that should 
be prepared for this Fair. It is only 
by such widespread and 
advertising that our products will be

I cannot endorse the doctrine that 
we are dpomed to a life of suffering 
at birth by our Creator——nor this one 
—that if you are a Christian you may 
continue to live as you please and 
Gcd will intervene to give you 
health, and if He doesn’t, it is be- 
cause it is His will that you should 
suffer. That is sheer blasphemy! as 
I see it. It were as if a child insists 
on playing with a razor and savs 
mother will keep him from getting 
cut, but if he does get cut, is because 
she wished it. 

Take the habit of eating. We may 
bolt meat like a dog, oniy it should 
be made fine—it doesn’t require 
rnixture with saliva. But do this 
with starchy foods and trouble is in- 
vited. 

Our digestive machinery is a che- 
mical laboratory. Like any cther 
laboratery, you may ha*> dire re- 
sults by putting wrorg things toge- 
ther. 

Then take the narvellous organ— 
the thermostat (skin). We weaken 
it by pampering it, and bemoan how 
easily we catch cold. 

The lungs are the mighty cleanser 
of our blood stream, and the con- 
veyor of air to the blood, which in 
combination with the nourishment, 
keeps the fires burning and gives us 
power of muscle. Yet we let our 
chests sink, confine ourselves. in 
closed rooms and consume poisonous 
fumes with the feigned consolation 
of having a treat. 

Though we know that it is only by 
use that anything is developed and 
maintained, yet in our laziness we 
avoid physical exertions, and go to 
the drug store for something to re- 
medy our sbort windedness and lack 
of pep. 

Our mental attitude plays an en- 
ormous part in our weal or woe; yet 
we do absolutely nothing to direct or

At least five well defined paths 
lead to the one main highway of 
health. The neglect of any one of 
these proportionately impedes our 
progress in health. 

I would summarize these 
branches into rules as follows:

2. Give the skin exercise, 4 shock 
two or more times a day, by a cold 
bath according to your power to re- 
act. A ten-year-old wouldn't exer- 
cise his muscles by lifting a 75-\b. 
weight. nor would he exercise all the 
time. Even so should the skin not 
have too great exercise (a shock) to 
start, nor be exposed too long. 

3. Breathe deeply and repeatly of

“Insect Pests of Grain in Alberta” 
is a title of a 1938 bulletin by E. H. 
Strickland, M.Sc., Professor 2.f En- 
tomology at the University of Alb- 
erta. Every Alberta farmer should 
have this butietin, read it and fiie it 
for reference. Then, if next summer 
he finds his crop thinning out mys- 
teriously, he car turn to pages 5-8 
and ‘see whether cutworms, wire- 
worms, grasshoppers, or some other 
insects are damaging this crop. While 
the bulletin does not of course, con- 
tain Kenneth M. King’s 1939 findings 
with regard to red-backcd cutworm 
control in the Peace, it does contain 
much useful informaticn. Prof. 
Strickland is an engaging lecturer 
and a pleasing writer with a lucid 
style. He is easy to read. Apply to 
the Department of Extension, Uni- 
versity of Alberta, Edmonton, Alta. 


Cropping cenditions at Fort Ver- 
milion this t season were favor- 
able, according to Albert Lawrence, 
Superintendent of the Dominion Ex- 
peeensal ‘Substation at that point 

emperatures were fairly normal, 
with a period of 101 davs between 
killing frosts. Precipitation during 
the four growing months, May to 
August, totalled 9.75 inches and crops 
were good. On 1938 breaking, Re- 
ward %2-24 wheat averaged 34 bush- 
els per acre; oats, 63.0 bushels: barley 


58 bushels; and fiax, 15 bushels. 
Olli barley on stubble gave 20.0 
bushels. The hay crop was good. A

Some sixteen hundred 
feet lower altitude favors the more 
northerly point in the matter of frost 
protection and the open water of the 
adjacent river is no doubt also a

It is so much 
more satisfaction saving the price 
first rather than working always for 
“dead horses.” With things bought 
on time the gilt is worn off before 
the debt is paid. 

But budgetting is only one phase 
of book keeping, which begins logically 
with an inventory. January 1 is a 
good time to start. Get out pad and 
pe cil and commence NOW. The 
mure depressing the showing the more 
important tiat the facts be faced.
